adopted a resolution urging women iii 
countries which have not ratified the 
1921 convention of Geneva

Resolutions urging that measures 
be taken ‘‘for the suppression of such 
newspaper advertisements as are cal­ 
culated to incite immoral behavior” 
and advocating maintenance of women 
police with the same status and re­ 
sponsibilities as men also were adopt­ 
ed.

Per Hundred Thousand in 
Cities Than in 10,000 
Population Com­ 
munities. 


Rural residents of Pennsylvania are 
longer lived than their city brothers, 
according to the Sear*.-Roebuck Agri- 
ndturaJ Foundation. 
There are fully j 
13 per cent more deaths per hundred j 
thousand population in 
the 
larger j 
cities than in places having loss than 
]0,000 people. 
Analysis of mortality statistics for 
Pennsylvania brings to light some in-j 
tem ;ting facts concerning the health I 
of both ihe city man and the small I 
town resident, according to the Foun­ 
dation. There are almost three times 
the number of deaths from append!-i 
citis in the cities than occur in th e ’ 
I ural districts. 
Measles and heart j 
dsiaase are not its fatal in the out-1 
lying sections as they are 
in the 
crowded centers, and neither cancer 
nor diabetes are as deadly 
in the 
open space* as they are to resident* * 
of cities. 
Bronchitis and pneumonia do not 
take their toll in the rural districts i 
to the same extent as in the cities. 
Suicide In Citiee 
Death by suicide is a much mote 
frequent occurrence in the cities than 
in the smaller places, and the same is, 
found to hold true of homicide. 
Ac- ( 
cidental deaths, too, are fewer in the 
smaller towns and in the country than j 
in the bigger places. 
The lower death rate of the rural 
sections of the state as compared to I 
the cities is no doubt due in a large 
measure to the more normal, natural 
life that the rural resident leads as 
compared to the man in the large city, < 
states the Foundation. 
And it is es-j 
penally remarkable in that only three 
per cent of the country’s rural re.si-j 
dent* are estimated to observe the 
fundamentals of health in the dis­ 
posal of their sewage and the safe­ 
guarding of their drinking water sup­ 
ply. As rural health work is expand­ 
ed. a big change may lie looked for 
iii the prevention of premature death 
and human illness as we!! as pro­ 
motion of public health and economic 
savings.
